Of  this,  $10  million 
was  distributed  to  all  agencies 
sharing  in  the  budget.

operating  budget  and  $500,000 
mere  in  the  operating  budget 
for  the  Home  Mission  Board.

comfort  to  .many  who  are  bat¬ 
tling  with  heavy  odds  and  sore 
ly  need  a  boost. 

OPPORTUNITY 

I  therefore  sec  Christmas 
greetings  as  a  precious  oppor 
tunity  to  do  vast  good.  Soor 
millions  —  likely  billions  —  of 
greeting  cards  will  be  speediny 
across  the  land.  What  a  vast 
power  for  good,  if  people  will 
only  put  heart  and  purpose  into 
them.  But  millions  of  them 
will  carry  no  message  —  noth 
ing  personal  but  a  name  signed 
— or  maybe  In  cold  type.  That 
always  cauaes  me  a  little  twinge 
of  regret  and  sorrow.  If  only 
the  dear  one  had  written  even 
three  words:  "I  love  younts 
value  would  have .  been  multi¬ 
plied.  But  one  can  so  easily  do 
more  than  that.  1  plead  for 
sending  each  greeting  with  an 
earnest  purpose.  Mine  shall  go 
with  three  main  objectives:, 
NEW  FRIENDSHIPS 

First,  to  Cement  old  friend¬ 
ships  and  cultivate  new  ones. 
Increasingly  I  have  delighted  in 
Christmas  as  the  blossoming 
time  for  the  seeds  of  friendship 
and  love  sown  during  many 
years.  I  feel  sure  that  I’ve  kept 
many  friendships  intact^  for 
years  by  the  tiny  notes  I've  sent 
at  Christmas  —  many  of  them 
on  postal  cards:  for  my  simple 
greeting  cards  never  hold  out. 
For  my  list  includes  friends 
cherished  from  boyhood  through 
all  the  years.  I  want  them  to 
know  that  often  I've  thought  of 
them,  and  the  greeting  It  but 
to  assure  them  that  the  <4id 
friendship  still  holds  and  is 
valued.  To  sign  my  name  mere¬ 
ly  doesn't  say  it  loud  enough.

threaten  to  break,  with  children 
going  wrong.  Once  a  year  at 
Christmas  my  notes  will  strive 
to  give  a  boost  to  such.  Some 
at  tunes  have  told  me,  “we  have 
kept  a  file  of  your  notes  for 
years:  we  reed  them  ever  et

For  the  most  part,  revolutionary  changes  In  human  soc¬ 
iety  have  insignificant  looking  beginnings.

deadline  On  Social  Security 

In  1954  tn^SfflWfllMftftgress  revised  Social  Security 
laws  to  permit  ministers  to  participate  in  the  program.  To 
avoid  church-state  Jinvolvments  the  laws  provide  that  the 
minister  who  desires  such  can  be  covered  on  a  "self -employ¬ 
ed”  basUr  ^ 

The  time  for  a  decision  is  running  out.  Men  who  were 
ministers  prior  to  January’  1,  1955  have  only  until  April 
15,  1957  to  make  their  application.  Beyond  that  point  there 
will  be  no  other  chance  to  become  a  member  of  the  Social 
Security  program.  5  ,  I 

There  is  no  problem  of  Baptist  polity  involved’  here,  no 
question  of  church  and  state  entanglements,  no  violation 
of  the  Christian  conscience.  Clergviqen  of  every  denomin¬ 
ation  got  a  break  when  the  Social  Secilfity  Act  was  amend¬ 
ed  to  admit  them.  Social  Security  is  a  good  thing  for  the 
rank  and  file  of  citizens  and  it  is  a  good  thing  for  the 
preacher. 

No  preacher  Is  required  to  join  Social  Security,  but 
every  man  owes  it  to  himself  and  his  family  to  study  the 
matter  carefully  while  there  is  still  freedom  to  make  a 
choice.

Gifts  for  religious  purposes  bv  American  people  in 
1955  amounted  to  the  staggering  total  of  $3,120,878,358,09. 
That  amount  would  have  bought  out— lock,  stock,  and  bar= 
rel — the  entire  territory  of  first  century,  Palestine,  from \ 
Dan  to  geersheba.  H 

Reporting  this  total,  the  American  Association  of  Fund- 
Raising  Counsellors  points  out  that  this  sum  represents 
a  ten  P*r  cent  increase  over  giving  in  the  previous  year. 

The  National  Council  of  Churches  states  that  Protest¬ 
ant  giving  in  1955  amounted  to  $1,842,592,260  while  all 
other  religious  giving  is  estimated  at  $1,278,286,098 

Assets  of  religious  organizations  Vn  the  United  States 
are  expected  to  step  up  by  more  than  $600,000,000  in  1956. 
Religious  News  Service  reports  that  one-fifth  of  all  relig¬ 
ious  giving  is  going  into  the  construction  or  rehabilitation 
of  church  buildings. 

-These  astronomical  totals  bring  to  mind  the  scene  of 
Jesus  sitting  in  the  temple,  observing  "how  the  people  cast 
money  into  the  treasury."  One  wonder  what  He  would  say 
upon  being  handed  this  ten-digit  report  on  American  ste¬ 
wardship  of  its  wealth.  Big  and  boastful  as  it  may  appear, !

Church  Paid  For  By 
Air  Force  Dedicated 

ITHACA,  O.  (RNS)  —  Dedica¬ 
tion  ceremonies  were  held  here 
for  a  church  that  was  donated 
by  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  after,  a 
freak  airplane  accident  destroy¬ 
ed  the  old  edifice. 

The  rites  marked  completion 
of  the  modernistic  Ithaca,  Evan¬ 
gelical  United  Brethren  build¬ 
ing  The  former  church  burn¬ 
ed  April  13,  1954.  when  it  waa 
struck  by  a  high-octane  fuel 
tank  dropped  6.000  feet  from 
an  F-51  fighter  plane. 

Through  special  Congression¬ 
al  action,  the  Air  Force  appro¬ 
priated  $112  500  for  a  new 
church.  At  that  time  the 
Judge  advocate  general’s  office 
in  Washington  reported  it  was 
the  first  peacetime  accident  in 
which  an  aircraft  had  demolish¬ 
ed  a  church  or  charitable  insti¬ 
tution.

— WJiat  is  a  Southern  Baptist 
minister  in  Tennessee  like? 

Herbert  J  Miles,  professor  of 
sociology  at  Carson-Newman 
College  here,  gives  an  insight 
into  the  life  of  a  Tennesaee  Bap¬ 
tist  minister  when  he  reports 
results  of  a  recent  survey.  The 
survey  was  made  by  one  of  his 
classes  at  the  Baptist  college. 

Miles  contacted  1005  pastors 
in,  the  state.  After  asking  them 
a  battery  of  questions  about 
their  places  of  birth,  their  edu¬ 
cation,  their  call  to  the  minis¬ 
try,'  their  fee  Lings  on  certain  is¬ 
sues,  and  similar  questions,  he 
concluded: 

1.  They  disagree  on  such .  is¬ 
sues  as ’.capital  punishment,  in¬ 
tegration  of  races,  and  perform¬ 
ing  weddings  where  one  party 
has  been  divorced.  On  the  other 
hand  they  agree  (90  per  cent  or 
more  in  each  case)  that  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  should  not  Join  the 
National  Council  of  Churches, 
should  not  ordain  women  to 
preach,  should  nbt  take  part  in 
the  Lord's  Supper  outside  a 
Baptist  church,  and  should  not 
accept  by  letter  a  non-Baptist 
even  though  he  has  been  im¬ 
mersed? 

2.  Their  differences  of  opin¬ 
ion  result  more  from  their  edu¬ 
cational  background  than  from 
their  ages. 

3.  Most  .  Tennessee  Baptist 

pastors  come  from  open  coun¬ 
try  and  small  towns,  few^Trom 
lar^e  cities.  F“* 

Christian  Background 

4.  Most  of  the  minister?  came 
from  active,  stable  Christian 
homes. 

Only  39  per  cent  of  the,  pas¬ 
tors  approve''  of  racial  integra! 
tion  in  public  schools.  But  a- . 
mong  pastors.  29  years  of  age 
and  less;  61  per  cent  favor  in¬ 
tegration  73  per  cent  of  the  pas¬ 
tors  with  bachelor  of  divinity  1 
degrees  (or  even  more  educa¬ 
tion)  approved  jntegrationj,  in 
schools.  ** 

Only  3  per  cent  of  all  pastors 
think  Southern  Baptists  ought 
-to  belong  to  the  National  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Churches  of  Christ. 

Pastors,  on  the  average,  have 
14  years’  schooling  (equivalent 
of  two  years  in  college).  Rural 
pastors  however  average  only  a 
high  school  education  while  City 
pastors  have  a  year  at  college 
graduate  level. 

70  per  cent  attended  Baptist 
schools,  15  per  cent  state  col 
leges.  51  per  cent  went  to  Bw 
list  schools  within  Tennessee. 
60  per  cent  have  never  been  to 
the  seminary,  but  a  number  of 
the  pastors  are  studenU  who 
will  attend  the  seminary  after 
finishing  their  college  educa¬ 
tion. 

The  average  minister  is  43 
years  old.  has  been  preaching 
14  years,  and  has  held  five  pas¬ 
torate!  during  the  span.

JERUSALEM  iRNSi  —  A  uni 
que  Stone  Age  burial  ground 
ha*  been  (Uncovered  by  French
